IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 


(Before His Honor the Acting Puione Judge, 
J.J. Francis, Eiq.). 


~Tuesday, July 8. 


In the case of Tan Achow v, Leung Ahol, 
$18.80, for wages, the defendant failed to 
snewer his name when called, and a woman 
with a child on her. back, kept calling out 
something, which on translation turned out 
to be, firat, a statement that defendant had 
gone to Canton ; and, second,—* That's me.” 
Sho proved to bo defendant’s aunt. Plata- 
tiff continued stating that defendant waa 
-to-be-found outside the—Court;-and—w: 
ultimately ‘sent to point bim ont to the 
usher. A man was brought in who said 
hia name was not Leung Ahoi, but he 
was that man’s unole; his same was very 
different, Plaintiff was. cautioned to 
be more careful in speaking the truth.
